On 15 March I9L8 Yugoslavia had 15,772,000 inhabitants. Because of war 
casualties and a low birth rate during the war, there was a decrease in pop- 
ulation of 2,500,000. Recently the Federal Bureau of Statistics estimated " 
the population of Yugoslavia to be 16,250,000 at the middle of I95O. In 
19^1 Yugoslavia had 16,220,000 inhabitants, excluding Is.tria and the Sloven- 
ian Prlmorje,
